“Tt has taken some of our brightest 
workers years to

alone, and it is only 
one of the twenty 
tongues spoken in 
India.” 

He then gave in- 
teresting facts 
about the zenanas 
(the child’ widows) 
and other work |. 
connected with our | 
Mission. ‘ 

Mr. R. D. Ban- 
nister followed, 
saying: 

“There are-oneor 
two more facts con-- 
cerning India . 

-which we need to have burned into our 
hearts and consciences, one of which is, 
that these 287 million people of India 
worship 330 million gods. Idols made of 
gold, silver, brass, tin, wood and stone; 
cows, monkeys and snakes worshipped as 
gods, besides the worship of many so- 
called holy men. Jt has been well said 
that the origin of all religions. excepting 
Christianity, is man seeking Cod, while 
the origin of Christianity is God seeking 
man, Man trying te find out Gad by his 
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fearful idolatry in India. During the ter- 
rible famine many of the dear mission- 
aries were seeing constantly scenes that 
they will never be able to forget. Many 
came near losing their reason through the 
horrible sights they saw of terrible suffer- 
ing, and the constant cries for food of the 
starving people about them. However, 
the famine gave opportunities for preach- 
ing the Word, such as could 
have been obtained in no 
other way. Around every 
mission station from four 
hundred to fifteen hundred 
persons gathered every 
morning for a small quan- 
tity of grain each. These 
were gathered in groups, 
and the Gospel preached to 
them first of all; then grain 
was given out to them. In 
this way thousands have 
been daily under the sound 
of the Gospel, and have a 
knowledge of the plan of 
salvation. The famine is 
“now over, and these people 
‘have gone back to their vil- 
lages, some of them many miles from an 
missionary. What an opportunity here 
for the prayers of God’s people, that the 
Holy Spirit may follow these people and 
bring to their remembrance the things 
which they have heard, and reveal Jesus 
to them. 

“There are not enough workers to follow 
them up, but God will answer the prayers 
of His people. We can pray also that 

_ God thrust forth laborers at 

this time, to go after these |‘. 
people and teach them more 
about God. There are also 
a few who have accepted 
the Word into their hearts, 
and have been converted 
and baptized, and have now 
gone back to their far-away 
homes baptized Christians. 
They are not able to read 
the Word of God for them- 
selves, and have no one to 
lead them further. They 
are in the midst of their 
people, who are ready to 
take their lives hecause of 
their adherence to Christ. 
. Here again is a blessed op- ; 
portunity for the faithful prayers of God’s 
people, that these people may not only be 
kept true, but also that they may become 
lights among their people. 

“There are also thousands of children 
who have been gathered into mission or- 
phanages, whose parents have died, or 
who have heen deserted hv their parents. 
These children are now under Christian 
instruction, and many of them have heen 
baptized. May we not pray also. that all 
{Trice chyilelyen Day Lie saved, nye] ehall lyn 
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to the salvation of their people? Let 

us get it upon our hearts, too, that 
the present force of workers in India is 
totally inadequate to the present needs of 


‘India. 


We must remember that the present 
generation of people in India can only 


“be evangelized by the present generation 


of Christians here. In the Province of 
Berar, India-~where the poppy is culfi- 
vated for the manufacture of the opium 
which destroys the bodies and souls of 50 _ 
many in China and India—in that 
province there are sixteen million people 
without a single worker. Throughout the 
whole of India, including the cities of Cal- 
cutta, Bombay and Madras, where there 
are a great number 
of missionaries, the 
average throughout 
is one missionary 
to every 240,000. 
To make this clear- 
er, let me tell you 
a little about my 
own district, or 
what was my dis- 
trict until a little 
before I left. That 
district comprises 
two counties, con- 
taining over 500 
towns and villages, 
with a population 
ndla. -.of over 250,000. 
~ We can only tour 
in Berar during one season of the year, as 
in the hot season it is too hot to be out 
during the day, and in the wet season the 
roads are impassable. This leaves us the 
cold season in which we can tour. Now, 
if we reach a hundred towns and Villages © 
in one cold season it means that it takes 
five years to go over such a district once. 
From this you sce the great need of more | 
workers. Much, however, can be done by 
the faithful pray- 
ers of God’s people, 
both in regard to 
the salvation of 
heathen souls, and 
the health and 


sionaries. God 
has wonderfully 
answered the pray- 
ers of dear ones in 
the home lands, in 
saving the lives of

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We desire to acknowledge the many 
blessings that God has so graciously be- 
stowed upon us during the past year. 
Much good seed has been sown, many 
precious harvests have been gathered, and 
other precious iruits are expected. 

Our work has been so biessed of God 
we are able to report many cheering re- 
sults and at the same time look into the 
future which presents a most bright and 
encouraging outlook. 

South America is 4,700 miles long, 
3,000 miles wide, 7,000,000 square miles 
in area—nearly twice the size of all Ku- 
rope, with a coast line of nearly 16,000 
miles, having the most magnificent river 
system known, and containing one-eighth 
of the land suriace of the whole earth. 

This remarkable land which from a 
spiritual point of view is properly called 
the neglected continent, is divided into 
twelve great nations or republics. 

Its population consists of almost every 
variety of race and language, but the 
Spanish and Portuguese element is politi- 
cally dominant; the “Red Men,” or In- 
dians, however, constitute the main popu- 
lation. . 

The religious destitution of this coun- 
try is very great. It is in as great dark- 
mess as any country under heaven, and 
‘surely none has been so neglected by 
Christian people. About 285 missionary 
societies are at work upon this sin strick- 
en earth, but less than twenty have done 
anything for South America. ‘The num- 
ber of missionaries from North America 
that are working for Christ in our sister 
country is about 200, of which number 
one-eighth belong to the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance. 

Brother Olsson, our Field Superintend- 
ent, whom God has so wonderfully used on 
this field says that he has seen thousands 
of people there who have never heard the 
Gospel, nor seen or heard of a Bible in 
all their lives. When speaking to them 
of Jesus they would say “Who is He, where 
does He live?” 

Everywhere these people are sitting in 
darkness and in the shadows of death, liv- 
ing and dying without God. 

The Roman Catholic religion, which has 
blighted this land for centuries is fast 
losing its hold upon the people. 
becoming disgusted both with the priests 
and their churches, and are recoiling from 
its corruptions.

Only the outskirts of the country have 
been touched as yet by the missionary. 
The great interior remains in gross dark- 
ness as it has been since Jesus Christ gave 
His last commission, Fully five millions 
of Indians are in heathen darkness. 

Left without the Bible for centuries, re- 
ligion has been a whitened sepulchre, but 
the people are rapidly advocating relig- 
ious freedom. ‘The whole nation is in a 
state of transition. ° 

“Opportunity” is the watchword for the 
hour. Now is the time for Christians to 
seize the golden opportunity for the South 
America of the future is being moulded 
today. Few lands challenge Christen- 
dom with such an imperative appeal as 
this neglected continent. May God help 
us to recognize that the same hand that 
has in the past torn down the Larriers 
and opened the doors letting the blessed 
Gospel into India, China, Japan and Afri- 
ca, 1s doing the same for South america 
today. May God rouse all to the same 
love, labor, zeal and sacrifice for this neg- 
lected land as for other lands. Possibly 
a few years ago we might have been ex- 
cused for leaving South America un- 
reached, for we know the continent was 
closed to the Christian missionary, but 
the present change, calls for a changein us. 
Today the whole land is open and God is 
calling for us to go in and possess it. 

Imagine New York, Chicago or Jos- 
ton with but one minister to every 390,000 
people, and you will get a fair idea of the 
need of South America today, or one 
Protestant to every thirteen hundred of 
its inhabitants, shows you clearly the 
spiritual condition of this great country. 
$400 will support a male missionary, $300 
a lady missionary and $150 will support a 
native worker. 

Most encouraging reports are consiant- 
ly received from our dear missionaries on 
the field. The Board has recently appro- 
priated money for advance work in the in- 
terior. 

The evening given to South America 
was one full of interest. Twelve of our 
Student Volunteers gave brief addresses 
telling why they believed God had called 
them.

‘* Wherefore also we pray always for you that God would count you worthy of 
this calling and fulfil all the good pleasure of His goodness and the work of faith 
with power ; that the name of our Lord Jesus Christ may be glorified in you and 
you in Him according to the grace of our God and the Lord Jesus Christ.’’—II. 
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emn and momentous for each of us than 
to understand the meaning of our times 
and the very purpose for which we have 
been redeemed and called from on high. 

This is not only true of individuals, but 
it is true of movements. God deals with 
men collectively as well as separately. He 
gives similar callings simultaneously to 
different minds and lives, and links them 
by spontaneous bands in the great pur- 
poses of His will. And so the world has 
seen great movements, political, patriotic, 
philanthropic, moral and spiritual move- 
ments, that have been part of God’s great 
providential plan, and that have been 
either permitted or directly inspired by 
Him. 

We are gathered at this time to repre- 
sent a movement of recent origin, but of 
world-wide and already of far-reaching in- 
fluence. It is not a popular movement. 
It is not along the lines of ordinary social 
or even religious interest and enthusiasm, 
and yet it has taken hold of a large num- 
ber of earnest minds. It has grown up 
like’a stone cut out of the mountain with-. 
out hands, by the manifest touch of God, 
and it has already produced results which 
are felt in every quarter of the globe. It 
has a right to give some reason for its ex- 
istence, and some ground for its claims 
upon the confidence and co-operation of 
Christian men. What is the spell that 
has touched us and the common bond that 
holds us together? Above all, what is our 
high calling, the divine reason for our ex- 
istence and the divine purpose of our 
Father? What is the calling of the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance? Such a 
question is not unbecoming or inappro- 
priate at this time, and in answering it 
there is no reason why we should antago- 
nize or prejudice the work of our brethren 
in other movements, or be unduly con- 
scious of our own importance. With be- 
coming deference and modesty and in the 
spirit of deep humility let us look at some 
of the elements that enter into our calling, 
and that summon us to a deeper apprecia- 
tion of its responsibilities and a more 
earnest fidelity to its sacred claims. 

J. We are called to give to the world a 
very important and glorious testimony. 
God has entrusted to us most precious 
truths. and a most fimely and momentous 
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Christ. We are glad to testify to Him 
before we speak of any of His blessings or 
gifts to men. It is Christ as a Person, as 
a living reality, as the supreme fact of his- 
tory and life, Jesus Himself who is the 
theme of our.testimony. Soon He is to 
appear in the vivid and glorious revela- 
tion of His personal majesty, filling all 
earth and heaven. But meanwhile He is 
projecting His personality upon the age, 
upon the thought and heart of His people, 
and upon our individual lives, and He 
wants us to know Him, to represent Him 
and to reveal Him to men. Above every- 
thing else this is a Christ movement. If 
we are saved it is Christ that saves us. If 
we are sanctified it is Christ who is made 
unto us sanctification. If we are healed 
it is because His life is in us. And the 
hope of the future is not the glory He 
is to reveal, but the return of our King 
Himself, our Beloved and our Friend. 

2. Salvation through Christ.. This is 
not too familiar to need to be held up. 
Even the church is forgetting the old old 
story of salvation. Men are preaching 
salvation through character. Modern 
thought is weaving its bloodless theology 
and telling of a personal Christ and a 
Christ life, and making much of the Christ 
today while it ignores that which is most 
precious to the Saviour and the saved— 
the blood of the cross. And so we stand 
for the old Gospel of real sin, and a real 
atonement through real repentance, real 
faith and and a new creation. 

3. It is the testimony of a life of holi- 
ness, a mighty, complete inworking of the 
grace and power of God, sufficient to over- 
come the power of sin, to lift us above the 
dominancy of self, to fill us with the Spirit 
of God, and to reproduce in us the very 
life of Christ Himself. It meets the hun- 
ger of a great multitude of weary, unsat- 
isfied and defeated lives, who are asking, 
“Ts there not something better than this 
old round of sin and failure? Is there 
not as much power in our Christ to keep 
us now as there will be some day to glorify 
us in heaven beyond?” And we tell them 
that “He is able to save to the uttermost 
all that come unto God by Him.” 

We are not too fastidious about phases 
and phrases if there be real genuine ex- 
perience and rightness of heart and life, 
but we love to emphasize the Christ side 
of holiness; not self-perfection, not the 
restoration of what Adam lost, but a di- 
vine life union with God, the nature of 
Jesus Himself, the indwelling and over- 
coming power of the Holy Spirit; not as 
the result of a slow and toilsome struggle, 
but as the free gift of grace bestowed upon 
every surrendered, sincere and believing 
heart. 

4..Our testimony reaches to the lower 
sphere of our physical needs, and we can 
tell men with their infirmities, diseases 
and pains that the Christ of Galilee is the 
Christ of today, that there is potency in 
our Jiving and risen Lord by His touch 
and by His life to lift us ahove our physi- 
eal selves, and so impart to us a super- 
natural streneth in onr mortal frames that 
we ean gef more out of life than mere 
nafnral enisces cap over 
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‘inspiration in our lives.

5. And once more it is our high calling 
to teach the hope that the world knows 
nothing of, and to tell of a future far sur- 
passing the dream of man’s highest ambi- 
tion and the golden age of man’s fondest 
hopes. It is a hope so definite, so tan- 


gible, so human, so practical, so certain, 
‘so glorious and so near that one’s heart 
“just thrills with unutterable joy to be able 
‘to go forth and tell to weary nations, to 


the defeated philanthropists, to the heart- 


- broken world, that the night is almost 


over, that the morning is at hand, that the 
kingdom is coming, that Jesus will soon 


-be here. 


6. But best of all in this glorious testi- 
mony, to which God has called us to be 
witnesses, is the combination of all these 
truths in one testimony. ‘There are many 
who are witnessing for salvation, but to 
tell of salvation alone neither satisfies nor 
secures the souls we seek to bless. There 
‘are many teaching holiness, but a mere 


“holiness movement alone is sure to become 


narrow, harsh and blighted by spiritual 
selfishness. There are many teaching di- 
vine healing, but a movement which is 
pre-eminently a divine healing movement 
becomes disproportionate, exaggerated, 
sensational and probably fanatical, and 
fails to represent the Saviour and His 


. great salvation in its true symmetry and 


completeness. There are many advent 
teachers, but the doctrine of His coming 


needs also the associated truths of the 
-Fourfold Gospel to make it practical and 


‘to give to itself true value and force as an 
God has per- 
mitted us te be united upon these great 
fundamental truths, and in their combina- 


_ .tion He has given us a testimony of such 
“compactness, completeness, comprehen- 
_ Siveness, 


combination, appropriateness 
and power as should at once humble us in 


_ the dust, and exalt us to the heavens with 


a sense of responsibility, privilege and 


_ precious opportunity. 


TI. We are called to a glorious life. For 
these are not abstract truths. They must 
be embodied and illustrated in living tes- 
What the world needs is to see 
the truth illuminated and made real in 
living types of flesh and blood, living epis- 
tles known and read of all men. It was 
this which first attracted most of us to the

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Many a minister has been humbled in the 
dust and led to give up his conceit and 
fancied wisdom by the example of some 
lowly member of His flock to whose quiet 
example or mighty and victorious faith 
and prayer he often owes all that he counts 
dear. These are the credentials of our 
Alliance—men and women who have 
translated the Fourfold Gospel into gen- 
tle, patient and holy lives, and are open- 
ing the doors for our teaching in the 
churches and communities where other- 
wise we could never have been received. 
Let us remember, beloved, the larger our 
gospel the larger must be our experience; 
the higher our teaching the higher must 
be our example, and that there is no 
mockery so monstrous and absurd as te 
give to men such mighty truths, and live 
little, petty, selfish, quarrelsome, earth- 
bound lives, contradicting our testimony 
and making even the name of Christ to be 
contemned. As one of our brethren has 
just said, there is no higher, more scrip- 
tural or more attractive platform of truth 
and life to be found than the Fourfold 
Gospel if we only live up to our own 
ideal. 

The life which it reveals to us is at 
once the humblest, and yet the most 
practical. It gives to us a pattern far 
higher than human holiness, and yet we 
receive it as a free gift and can take it the 
moment we are willing to open our hearts 
for the indwelling Christ. It takes us 
into the secret place of the Most High, 
and is really a life of the most intense 
mysticism and yet it goes out into all the 
details of secular duty of common life, and 
makes us diligent, practical, faithful and 
righteous in all our relations to our fellow- 
men. 

IY. It calls us to a glorious work. 

1. It is work on the divine plan. It is 
very discouraging and hopeless to work 
out of line with the directing mind. The 
bravest captain may throw away the 
lives of his men if his gallant charge is 
made without regard to the plan of the 
battle. Perhaps the chief reason why God 
has been pleased to bless the missionary 
work of the Alliance in so pre-eminent a 
degree is because, in some measure at least, 
we have been permitted to seek and find 
His thought for the world and the age in 
which we live. He has not sent us to con- 
vert the whole human race, but to gather 
out of it a people for His name; and as we 
faithfully follow this simple and scriptural 
object we are not discouraged by the dark- 
ness that still remains around ’us and the 
multitudes that still refuse the Gospel. 

2. It is work in the divine enabling. 
He does not send us at our own charges, 
but He equips us with His own power and 
divinely fits us for our work through the 
baptism of the Hely Ghost. 

3. It is work with divine co-operation. 
Not onlv is He our plan and our power, 
but He is our mighty Leader, our divine 
Helper and our all-sufficient Providence.

al] the days, even unto the end of the 
age!’ There is nothing more remarkable 
than the manner in which He accompanies 
the work of Wis faithful servants bv the 
conte of THs nravide nen 0 Wes has heen 
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work. As we have gone forth to occupy 
difficult and seemingly impossible fields 
we have found the closed doors open; 
providences and nations that had refused 
to admit the messengers of Christ within 
their borders have been opened up by un- 
expected treaties with foreign govern- 
ments, or the entering of the mighty 
ploughshare of war, and God in His own 
way has opened the door and prepared the 
way. And so it will ever be as we work 
in God’s plan; we shall find His provi- 
dences going before and proving our rere- 
ward. : 

4. It is harvest work. It is work that 
brings glorious opportunities that are 
immediate. The reaper follows close be- 
hind the footsteps of the ploughman, re- 
sults are immediate and momentous, and 
the whole field is open for the reapers. It 
is a glorious time to live. Never were 
there such opportunities for serving Christ 
or winning eternal crowns. 

IV. We are called to a glorious hope. 
The personal premillennial coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ is one of the supreme 
incentives to the work the Lord has given 
us, and the great goal of hope and holy 
expectation. 

As we gather at this Convention we 
cannot forget that the air is full of solemn 
signs of an impending crisis. The om- 
ious clouds of war are hanging over our 
own hemisphere, and perhaps before this 
Convention closes the terrible clash of 
arms will be heard, and even our peaceful 
Western union will be once more engaged 
in a terrific armed struggle; while yonder 
in the distant East we see the great op- 
posing forces of Russian imperialism on 
the one hand and English commercial in- 
terests on the other threatening perhaps 


the greatest collision of modern history. 


However sad and strange these signs they 
at least tell us that the coming of the Lord 
draweth near. Perhaps this Protestant 
nation is to be used of God to strike the 
last judicial blow at that proud but 
wicked people who form the last national 
bulwark of the Romish apostacy in the 
old world. And the present condition of 
the Eastern question may be God’s way 
of breaking and opening up China for the 
last campaign in the world’s evangeliza- 
tion. God help us to stand true to our 
high calling, and to be ready for the mo- 
mentous crisis of the age in which our lot 
has been cast. .

The visions and prophesyings of 
a company of earnest Christians in Cali- 
fornia, within the present decade, all of 
which came to naught, should not: be for- 
gotten by the present generation, since 
this same sort of thing is now appearing 
in our midst. 

The mistake that Giatiy make in regard 
to this matter is that of supposing that a 
man or a work is either all right or all 
wrong. Whereas the danger lies in the 
mixture of the true and the false, and the 
commingling of the good and the bad. 
People attend certain meetings at which 
they hear truth and get blessing, and 
straightway come to the conclusion that 
all they hear and feel there is of God, 
whereas Satan may be getting in, at that 
very place, some of his most fatal decep- 
tions. 

If it be inquired, how can we discern 
what is of God and what is of Satan? The 
Scripture answers: “He that confesseth 
Jesus Christ coming in the flesh is of God; 
and every spirit that confesseth not Jesus 
Christ coming in the flesh is not of God. 
This is a deceiver and anti-christ.” The 
meaning is not simply the belief of the 
fact that Christ came in the flesh. Even 
every nominal Christian believes that. 
But every one that confesses in life and 
temper and word, the same life and tem- 
per and word that Christ had when He 
was in the flesh, namely, His humility, 
submission, quietness and gentleness, is of 
God. But he that does not so confess in 


life, but is proud and assertive and demon- 


strative and rough; boasting, judging, 
prophesying great things, favors not of 
The path of 
the believer while in this age and in the 
flesh is one of quiet submission. When 
he comes to the next age and in glory then 
he will have demonstrated rulership. And 
the temptation of Satan is to make us 
transcend the limitations of the present 
age, because we are heirs of the next. “If 
Thou be the Son of God command these 
stones that they be made bread,” that is, 
transcend the limitations of the flesh be- 
cause you are an heir of glory. It is 
subtle temptation and many are deceived 
therebv.

This was God’s highest thought for 
Joseph, and he seems to have immedi- 
ately accepted it as such. He evinced 
his-faith by repeatedly testifying to the 
vision which entailed upon him consid- 
erable persecution at the hands of his 
brethren. It requires real courage 
sometimes to enable us to state publicly 


what we believe God has revealed to us, 1 


especially when it concerns ourselves. 
Many a young man has dreaded. to ac- 


‘knowledge a distinct call to the ministry 


or to the foreign field for fear that his 
brethren would think him presumptu- 
ous. But some way God presses us to an 
acknowledgement sometimes when it is 
altogether unintentional on our part. As 
soon as we accept the vision and seal our 
acceptance by our public testimony, God 


begins to subject us to the process which 


will best fit us for its realization. 

Jacob, too, seems to have had a pro- 
phet’s ken when he made him a coat dif- 
ferent from his brethren. He seems to 
have seen in Joseph a man of destiny. 

The process in Joseph’s case, as in our 
own, was exceedingly painful, but ex- 
ceedingly necessary. The very property 
within him which enabled him to stand 
up before his father and his brothers 
and declare his dreams had to be burned 
out of him by the fires of menial servi- 
tude, slander and cruel bondage. It has 
served its purpose and must now disap- 
pear. We are loath to part with things 
which have once been a blessing, but so 
it must be if we would know and receive 
God’s best. 

_ It has been said that the story of Joseph 
contains no record of failure, but if we 
will observe closely we will see a shadow 
of impatience when he saw a chance to 
escape through the agency of the chief 
butler. “Bring me out of this house,” 

was the burden of his prayer. How of- 
ten have we, when “the burden and the 
trial seems too great,” been tempted to _ 
pull some little wire that we might bring 
at least some amelioration. We do not 
stop to think what place we may get 


into if we only can get out of this one. 


Had Joseph’s desire been granted he 
would doubtless have been returned to 
Potiphar’s kitchen, but God was too kind 
to let the molten metal chill ere the mold 
be filled. The butler did not wilfully | 
neglect him, but God graciously cast a 
shadow over his memory. Joseph was 
not yet completely consumed. There was 
still sufficient life to rebel at the circum- 
stances. He must linger two full years 
longer God is a consuming fire. He 
will keep us in the furnace as long as we 
feel the heat. When it hecomes a mat- 
ter of indifference to us He can safely 
take us out. God had all things ar-

Science and the Bible. The Works of God and the Word of God. “The Geologist Finds 
Strata. ‘The Bible Student Finds Layers of Truth in the Pages of Holy Writ. 


__ By Rev. WILLIAM WALTON CLARK 


Stating as his subject, “Six Layers of 
Truth,” Mr. Clark spoke substantially as 
follow: : 

Brethren in Christ—for what purposes 
have we assembled? What is the object 
of this gathering?. It is to study the 
Word of God. Like the Bereans of old 
we have come here prepared to “receive 
the Word with all readiness of mind and 

to search the Scriptures daily, whether 
those things were so” (Acts xvii. 11). And 
in our searching we invoke the aid of the 
Holy Spirit, for we are assured that “the 
Spirit searcheth all things; yea, the deep 
things of God” (I. Cor. ii. 10, 1. ¢.). (Here 
the speaker compared the study of nature 
with the study of the Bible, and con- 
tinued.) Let us investigate the Word of 
God as the scientist investigates the works 
of God. For example, the study of the 
geologist is not superficial; he is not sat- 
isfied with what he finds on the surface of 
the earth, but explores deeper and deeper, 
finding a succession of strata and layer 
below layer. So in the study of the Bible, 
we should search for the deep things of 
God, and not be satisfied with a mere sur- 
face investigation. Spurgeon said: “The 
gold mines of Scripture are not on the top 
. 8011; you must open ashaft. The precious 
diadems of experience are not picked up 
in the roadway; their secret places are far 
down.” Let us now open a shaft in this 
mine of wealth, and explore its deep re- 
cesses and hidden passages. We will find 
one stratum below another, and these we 
will consider in their order. 

I. Historical. This is the uppermost 
stratum, or the top soil, seen by anybody 
at a glance. ‘Let any one take up this 
book, and he will see that it contains a 
history. At first the account of the crea- 
tion, the fall of man, the world’s wicked- 
ness, the call of Abraham, the bondage in 
Egypt, the deliverance, and a thousand 
other interesting incidents; all truly his- 
torical. Soin the New Testament the top 
soil of study shows that the Gospel’s facts 
are pure histories, interesting and instruc- 
tive. Even an avowed infidel could not 
deny that this book contains a history of 
something. Ue might discredit its state- 
ments, but he would be compelled to ad- 
mit that it was a history. 

TJ. Moral. ‘The Commandments, Ser- 
mon on the Mount and the parable of the 
good Samaritan contain moral lessons. 
All exhortations to good behavior, hon- 
esty and philanthropy set forth the moral 
side of the Bible. Every one accepts the 
historic, hut all do not accept the moral 
and practical. The lessons of ohedience, 
virtue and upright living are often un- 
heeded: like the unruly hoy who savs to 
his teacher: “Give us the stary withont the 
nara.”

IL]. Spiritual. This is the most im- 
The two former are mere- 
ly preparatory to this. It is the Holy 
Spirit that teaches this third phase of 
truth (J. Cor, ii, 10-14). A man may 
study the life of Jesus as a history, and be 


familiar with every incident in His life. 


He may imitate the Lord by feeding the 
hungry and visiting the sick, and yet be 
lost because he does not believe in His 
name, and because His blood has not 
washed away his sins. 

There are many noble-hearted philan- 
thropists today who .go about doing good 
in imitation of the meek and lowly Jesus, 
but they regafd him only as a man, and 
not as the Son of God. With patient step 
they follow Him as far as Calvary, and 
then turn aside. The cross, the blood, 
the death and resurrection are nothing to 
them. They see in the Bible a wonderful 
history and a beautiful code of morals, and 
that is all. In Genesis they read about 
the tree and the disobedience of our first 
parents, but fail to see that we all fell in 
the first Adam, and all need to be saved 
by the second Adam. Ruin by the fall, 
redemption by the blood, and regeneration 
by the Spirit, are neither known nor ac- 
cepted. This is the spiritual Jayer of 
truth which every man must grasp ere he 
can be saved. Take the gospel of John, 
for example. It is full of history and 
practical moral lessons, but it was not 
written to teach these things, but that men 
might believe in Jesus Christ (John xx. 
31). . 

Repentance, conversion and regenera- 
tion are the great spiritual truths pre- 
sented in the Gospels, and these are the 
truths that save the soul. — 

IV. Typical or figurative. This layer 
is deeper down. It is not essential to sal- 
vation as the spiritual, but it is necessary 
for the full understanding of the Scrip- 
tures. Pau) says in T. Cor. x. 11: “Al 
these things happened unto them for 
types.” he hook of Genesis, which is 
the grandest historic production ever 
written, is unintelligible without its typi- 
ca) foreshadowings. The old creation 
tvpifies the new, the Paradise of Fden 
foreshadows the Paradise of God, the 
judgment of the flood speaks of the judg- 
ment to come. 

In Exodus, the blood upan the lintel 
typifies the blood shed on Calvary. The 
Passover speaks of “Christ, our Passover. 
crerificed for ue?’ "Phe manna typifies 
tha frate read Pron Vegeta (Tedyes vi 34) 
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the sacrifice of Christ. The priesthood 
sets forth “one great high priest that has 
passed into the heavens.” 

In Numbers the smitten rock is Christ 
(I. Cor. x. 4), and the uplifted serpent 
points to the cross (John iii. 14)... In 
Deuteronomy Moses is a type of Christ 
(Deut. xviii. 18), and the book of Joshua 
is a picture of the Christians’ warfare in 
the heavenly places. In a word, the Old 
Testament, as a whole, is typical of the 
New. ‘There are the types, here the anti- 
types. 


“The new is in the old contained; 
' The old is by the new explained.” 


VY. Dispensational. 
still. By dispensational truth we mean 
that method of Scriptural interpretation 
which locates in each age or dispensation 
that particular truth which belongs to that 
period. 

In secular history we define by age or 
epoch. Why not in sacred history? There 
is an old Latin proverb, “Distingurte tem- 
pora—et concordabunt Scripturae,” that is, 
“Distinguish the periods, and the Scrip- 
tures will harmonize.” We must see the 
difference between the dispensation of law ~ 
and the dispensation of grace; between 
the earthly blessings in the Old Testa- 
nient and the spiritual blessings in the 
New. The Israel of God is one thing, and 
the Church of God is quite another thing. 
All Scripture is written to or for the Jew, 
to or for the Gentile, to or for the Church. 

We must distinguish between the Lord’s 
coming for His saints and His subsequent- 
ly appearing with them; between the first 
resurrection and the second, and between 
the judgment of believers for rewards and 
that of unbelievers for punishment. With 
the promise that the Holy Ghost “will 
show us things to come,” we can see the 
future as vividly as the past, and can be- 
hold the Son of Man coming in glory as 
we have seen Him coming in humiliation. 
Let the student of God’s Word locate in 
each dispensation——past, present and fu- 
ture—such portions of Scripture as helong 
to it; then will the revealed word har- 
monize, instead of appearing sealed, and 
the word of prophecy will become more 
sure, “Whereunto ye do well that ye take 
heed, as unto a light that shineth in a 
dark place” (I. Peter i. 19). 

VI. Eternal. All truth is not eternal, 
that is, all truth is not always true. Dis-~ 
pensational truth is unlimited as to time 
or place. “God is love” is an eternal 
truth, but His law on Jewish ceremonies 
and ordinance is dispensational. “Trust 
in the Lord and do good” is an eternal 
principle, but the promise following is dis- 
pensational:’ “So shalt thou dwell in the 
land and be fed.” Paul trusted in the 
Lord and did good, but instead of being — 
fed, he suffered longer, and instead of 
dwelling in the land he was carried a 
prisoner to Rome. John the Baptist 
trusted in the Lord and did good, but in- 
stead of dwelling in the land he had his 
head taken off in the prime of life. The 
first part of the fifth commandment is an 
eternal truth: the latter part is not. Tix- 
amples of eternal truths are found in Psa.

_- WASHING THE DISCIPLES FEET. 
. . By Rev. JAMES M. GRAY, D.D., of Boston. 


Synopsis of an Address on Wednesday afternoon. 

As the previous address was on the 
Scriptures, and was rich in deep truths, 
Dr. Gray concluded to take a devotional 


There was a sort of incoherency in the 
statement, which brought added interest. 


“The Apostle John looking back in his 


love and admiration said “Jesus knew 
that His hour was come that He should 
depart out of this world unto the Father, 


_having loved His own which were in the 


world, He loved them unto the end.” By 
His own we were to understand those 
whom the Father had given Him, not 


only the eleven disciples, but as many as 


should believe on Him through them. 
The end meant not only the end in point 
of time but through everything—when 
sinners He loved them out of their sins, 
as saints He loved in full knowledge of 
the fact of what they had been, what they 
were, and what they were to be. 


“We saw me ruined in the fall 
-.. Yet loved me, nothwithstanding all; 
:+He saved me from my lost estate, 
. | His loving kindness, oh, how great!” 


Supper being ended, Jesus knowing 
that the Father had given all things into 
His hands, and that He was come from 
God, and went to God, fully aware of 
His relationship with His father, laid 
aside His garments and washed the dis- 
eiples’ feet. There was nothing in this 
fact unusual, for in that land where peo- 
ple wear sandals, their feet soon became 
soiled in contact with the earth, and it is 
the custom of the host to wash the feet 
of his guests; but this extraordinary 
character of the event is seen in the per- 
son into whose hands all things had been 
given, and who should soon go to the 
Father. No wonder when He came to 
Simon he said, Lord dost Thou wash my 
feet? As much as to say, how much 
more appropriate for me to wash Thy 
feet. There was an important transac- 


tion, more than an example of conde- 
'-scension or humility expressed in the 


act. “What I do thou knowest not 
now; but Peter said Thou shalt never 
wash my feet. | Peter had the lesson to 
learn that “to obey is better than sacri- 
fice, and to harken than the fat of rams.” 
He had the same lesson that sinners have 
to jearn today when they say the life 
of another shall never save me. This 
was not humility, but pride, but the 
spiritual .man says,. I will now yield, 
though [ cannot understand the mystery 
J will believe, but, said Jesus, if I wash 
thee not thou hast no part with Me— 
no part in My life, nature, redemption, 
promises, death resurrection or coming 
lory.

Jesus adds “he that is washed needeth 
not save to wash his feet,” this was likened 
to the necessity of washing the feet when 
they have come in contact with the sand, 
after the body has been cleansed in the 
surf. So Jesus said to Peter, you are 
a believer, you are sanctified, you are re- 
conciled to the Father, but as Peter was 
to remain in the world he would come 
in contact with sin, he would leave un- 
done the things that should have been 
done; he would be oppressed and de- 
pressed, but it would not be necessary for 
Jesus again to die that he might be re- 


>conciled, but only that he come daily for 


cleansing. 

The truth brought out was that the 
value of Jesus on the cross was for the 
bathing of the sinner, and the value of 


Jesus as intercessor, for the daily bath-- 


ing of the feet of the saints. “If we 
confess our sins,” God is faithful and just 
to forgive our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness. 

“After he had washed their feet” there 

were some who took this phrase literally, 
for example, the Pope of Rome especially 
at this season of the Church year, is in 
the habit of performing this duty upon 
some who have been previously prepared, 
but the action of Jesus was symbolical. 
We are to wash one another’s feet, thai is 
to warm and help the weaker brother in 
the faith, to guide against spiritual pride 
avoiding criticism on those who do not 
hold the truth we may, ete. 
. We can get into this place just in the 
measure in which we appreciate Jesus’ 
meaning that He was come from God 
and went to God. ‘~ 

Jesus could afford to wash His disci- 
ples feet, so may we when we know our 
position—that we are the sons of God— 
when we know our dignity—Christ in us 
the hope of glory—and when we realize 
our inheritance, incorruptible and unde- 
filed, and that fadeth not away reserved 
in heaven.

The actual cash receipts for the 
year were $173,300, besides securities not 
yet available amounting to $115,000. 
These are held in the hope that they may 
eventually have a cash value. The dis- 
bursements of the year left a balance of 
$5,000 in the treasury. 

The Superintendent of Accounts, on 
behalf of the Finance Committee, read a 
more detailed statement, showing the ac- 
tual expenditures for each field, and bring- 
ing out the gratifying fact that the aver- 
age allowance sent to the various fields 
during the year, for missionaries alone, 
amounted to the full standard that had 
been fixed as a reasonable support for each 
missionary, namely, about $300 for China 
and Africa, $250 in India, with a little 
less in Swedish-China, and a little more 
in South America and Japan. In addi- 
tion to this a large amount had been ex- 
pended in general field expenses, trans- 
portation, outfit, sending of missionaries, 
mission stations and building, etc. The 
needs of the work had, therefore, been 
met, and the financial results had been 
more satisfactory than at any previous 
time. The gifts of our people had been 
marked by sacrifice and generous liber- 
ality. 

The Annual Report was read by the 
President and General Superintendent, 
Mr. Simpson, and covered a vast field of 
operations, occupying more than an hour 
in its reading, and reviewing the special 
blessings of the year and the definite pres- 
ent condition of each field. 

The meeting then proceeded to elect 
members for the Board of Managers in 
place of those who had passed away dur- 
ing the year or retired in due course under 
the constitution. All the old members 
were re-elected, and two new names were 
added to fill vacancies, namely, Rev. A. C. 
Peck, Field Superintendent, and Rev. C. 
C. Cook, formerly of Washington. The 
full Board as now constituted consists of 
the following names:

Even in the moment of victorious tri- 
umph Christ’s thoughtfulness is seen in 
the fact that He did not separate the little 
colt from the mother. The Saviour’s ten- 
derness even to animals is an example and 
lesson to us. 

2. The King in Zion (vs. 12-16). 

a. Explanatory. 

From. Mark we know that the sents in 
this section took place on the day follow- 
ing the Triumphal Entry. This would 
be Monday, Nisan 10. The evangelist 
gives us a vivid picture of Christ after He 
had entered the Holy city: “ 
when. He had looked round about upon 
all things, and now the eventide was come 
_ He went out . . ” (xi. 11), We 
are left to conjecture the thoughts that 
filled the mind and heart of Christ. Not 
as a curious tourist, however, did the Mas- 
ter gaze upon the scene before Him. Even ¢ 
the stately proportions and magnificence 
of the Temple itself did not appeal to 
Him. We may be sure that three thoughts 
were uppermost in His mind, viz., the 
dark history of the city in slaying the 
prophets of God, its bitter rejection of 
a and the future doom that await- 

it 

Upon entering the holy city from Beth- 
any on Monday morning Christ’s objec- 
tive point was the Temple. Here, for one 
brief moment, He seems to have estab- 
lished Himself in authority as the true 
King of Israel. He marks the close of 
His ministry, as He had marked its be- 
ginning, by cleansing the court of the 
Gentiles of its defiling market-place. 
There are striking differences between the 
earlier and the later act of purification. 
Then, He called the Temple His Father’s 
house; now, He speaks of it as His own. 
Again, while the earlier act was accom- 
plished by a scourge of small cords, yet 
this later one was the severer of the two. 
Nothing could more strikingly express the 
utter pollution of the , Temple than the 
term, “den of thieves.” This figure of 
speech is appropriate because the priests 
practised extortion and cheating in their 
traffic in sacrificial animals. 

Christ’s kingly character is seen in His 
acts of healing in the Temple. In Orien- 
tal lands it was customary for a monarch 
upon his accession to the throne to dis- 
pense royal gifts and favors among his 
subjects, Thus, Christ in the Temple it- 
self healed the blind and the Jame who 
eame unto Tim. = Furthermore. in re- 
storing the sick in the Temple. Christ un- 
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The presence in the Temple of the sick 
did not defile it as much as the market- 
place of sacrificial animals. Then, too, 
Christ’s example makes the healing of the 
body a sacred act. Among the Jews it 
was regarded as a secular duty to be per- 
formed by physicians. 

The fault-finding of the chief priests 
and scribes with the joyous refrain of the 
innocent children discloses their bitter 
hatred toward Christ. They could not 
bear to. hear anything favorable of Jesus. 
Christ’s reply was marvellous in that it 
did not condemn the chief priests and 
scribes, nor justify the children. We can- 
not, however, fail to grasp its true import, 
viz., that “God hath hid these things from 


the wise and prudent and hath revealed 


them unto babes.” 
b. Practical. 


We cannot fail to see in athe aqents of | 


this section a foreshadowing of the mil- 


_dennial reign of Christ upon earth. It 


may have been intended as a type of this. 

In contrast with the first cleansing of 
the Temple this second act of purification 
may, perhaps, suggest the later and deeper 
cleansing of the soul for Christ’s full in- 
dwelling. The Temple itself was a type 
of the human heart (IJ. Cor. vi. 16). Its 
defilement by sin and cleansing by the act 
of God’s sovereign grace are surely among 
the lessons taught by this act of Christ. 

The sacredness of the body is further 
taught in Christ’s healing of the blind and 
lame in the Temple. The body has been 

compared to the outer court, the soul to 

the holy place and the spirit to the Holy 
of Holies. The Holy Spirit desires not 
only a pure temple, but a whole one, As 
He lives in our bodies they are the proper 
subjects of His care and healing power. It 
is certainly unscriptural to relegate the 
healing of the body entirely to human 
agencies. Health is a part of the Gospel 
of Christ. 'To all sincere believers who 
can claim it by simple faith and use it for 
the glory of God, sufficient strength to 
fulfill one’s mission in life is distinctly 
promised (Deut. xxxiil. 25; Phil. iv. 19; 
III. John ii).

REV. C. C. COOK, MARYLAND AND D. Cc. 


‘Plowing’ and ‘seed sowing” are the terms 
that most properly describe the character of 
our work in Maryland during the past year. 
It is just a year since the first Convention 
of the Christian and Missionary Alliance 
was held in the city of Baltimore. This 
great city with a population of 600,000, and 
well supplied with churches of perhaps all 
denominations, seems to have had little 
knowledge of the truth as embodied in the 
teachings of the Fourfold Gospel, much less 
of the existence and work of the Alliance. 
But a wide door was then opened, and under 
the wise teachings of some of our best 
workers many were led to know of the pres- 
ent day truth, the propagation of which God 


seems to have placed in our hands. 


Owing largely to difficulty in securing a 
proper place for our meetings the work has 
not developed iocally as we had hoped. 
Nevertheless, a faithful company has met 
every week during the entire year for prayer 
and instruction in the Word, awaiting di- 
vine leading in larger work. 

The importance of the work is not by any 
means to be estimated by the visible re- 
sults, for many there are who have been 
quickened in spiritual! life and led to see 
their privileges in Christ Jesus, and who 
have the warmest feelings for our mission- 
ary work, to the extent of generous contri- 
butions to the same, but where activity in 
many other forms of Christian service pre- 
vent attendance upon our ordinary gather- 
ings. 

This description also applies to our work 
in Washington, where there are many who 
accept the teachings, and pray and give 
for the progress of the work. At the 
Conventions held in these two cities last 
November, many heard for the first time the 
deeper truths of God’s Word and heartily 
received them. In Washington on that oc- 
casion generous pledges and contributions 
were made for the support of Miss Lydia 
Scovill, since gone as missionary to India. 
And in Baltimore the support of W. N. Rhul, 
now in Thibet, was assumed. The friends 
in both these places are now eagerly antici- 
pating the Conventions soon to be held, that 
in Baltimore, April 12-15, and Washington, 
April 15-17. 

An encouraging beginning of our work 
was recently made in the flourishing city of 
Cumberland in Western Maryland. An in- 
vitation was extended us by the Women’s 
Union Prayer Meeting on the kindly repre- 
sentations of Mr. R, E. Johnson, whose visit 
to Old Orchard last October had made a 
firm friend of our cause. The Y. M. C. A.,, 
the Lutheran Church, the Baptist Church, 
and the Union Mission were all opened to 
us at various times during the four days 
of our stay, and many attentive listeners 
gave heed to such themes as the Fourfold 
Gospel, the Office and Work of the Holy 
Spirit and World Wide Missions, as repre- 
sented in the addresses of Rev. P. R. Nu- 
gent, Richmond, Va. E. D. Whiteside, 
Pittsburg, H. D. Campbell, Congo, and State 
‘Superintendent Charles C. Cook. 

Ours is truly a conservative field, but we 
are convinced that there are multitudes in 
its cities, villages and rural districts who 
are ready to eagerly welcome teachers who 
would instruct them in the deep things of 
God, and who would make plain His plan.

Mrs. Kirk was then introduced and among 
other things she said: “This seems like a 
great barracks and a great recruiting sta- 
tion, ao ed lays Tis hands on one and 
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try on the other side of the sea we find also 
that there is the readiness, just resting on 
the arms waiting for a call. I had not 
been here a week when there came a call for 
one of the girls to go to India. The call 
came on Monday and she was to be ready 
by Saturday. I noticed the pallor of her 
face as she counted the cost. She was told 
she might wait until Wednesday, but tickets 
would cost an additional fifty dollars; but 
this would have afforded her an opportunity 
of seeing her loved ones before sailing. She 
might even wait months, but the field needed 
her. Before she left the place where she 
stood, she said: ‘I will go.’’’ She referred to 
other similar cases, showing the readiness of 
the students to go to the field when cailed. 
In speaking of the lessons she said: 
is a study not laid down in the manual, per- 
haps, but it is—learning to trust God. Some 
of the students have come to the Institute 
leaving good positions, ail possibilities of 
earning more, but they have heard the first 
call to go, and they came trusting God. 

Miss Lindenberger speaking in behalf of 
Berachah said they had found the Heights a 
most delightful home for the past eleven 
months, but the best of it all was that it was 
God's choice for the Home. She also spoke 
of the blessing it had been to so many, who 
had paid short visits there, the testimony 
of a number being, “You have something 
we haven't.” “What we want is to have so 
much of God we shall make others hungry.” 

Mr. Selchow then referred briefly to the 
Nyack Heights Land and Improvement com- 
pany. He also referred to the remarkable 
change on the hillside during the past twelve 
months giving the testimony that they had 
found God equal to the emergency. 

The Alliance Publication department was 
then represented by Miss Shepard,'who spoke 
of great blessing in this department of the 
Alliance work, saying: “Just as the valleys 
are more fertile, so, perhaps, a little of the 
blessing and the Lord’s presence and power 
that has been at the top of the hill has flowed 
down its sides and blessed the valley where 
the printing house is located.”

She told him that she had been 
led out into a deeper life during-a conven- 
tion which he had some time ago held in a 
certain town, but which he had always felt 
had been a sort of a failure, but this was one 
of the first fruits of that convention, and 
God had let him see it at this time. 


Mr. Wolff then related a little incident 
where at some meeting place a banner was 
raised “Jesus Only,” but a strong wind one 
day tore down the banner leaving the let- 
ters ‘Us Only.” He presented the necessity 
of praying for all Christian work and not be- 
coming narrow in our field of prayer. 


Mr. Eldridge followed with a very short 
testimony, but embracing a great deal, giv- 
ing his motto as being, “All for Jesus, only 
for Fosus, and always for Jesus.”

Madeira. sion at Madeira writes 
saying: We have bought recently a piece 
of ground in the mountains, twelve miles 
from here, in the parish of St. Antonio da 
Serra, where we built a schoolhouse. My 
wife’s. sister, Lucy Newton, took charge of 
the school five months ago; at first, large 
numbers of children attended, but the priests 
became alarmed at our success, and perse- 
cution began. 

On the 8th of August, after preaching at 
the Serra, I was severely stoned when on 
my way home by men on a precipice, hid- 
den in the bush. I escaped unhurt through 
God’s mercy, but might have been killed. 

Between the 15th and 2ist of August, an 
English flag, we had hoisted at our house at 
Machieo, was hauled down and destroyed. 

On the 10th of September the Mayor of 
Sancta Cruz, in which county our school- 
house is situated, went there, accompanied 
by two officials and a priest. At first, he 
went in alone, told Miss Newton that he was 
a tourist and a Protestant travelling for the 
purpose of visiting Protestant schools. He 
was shown a Portugese Bible, a spelling- 
book, and reading-book. The priest then en- 
tered and spoke in a very insulting manner. 
He said, “Why do you teach the children the 
Bible?” She said, ‘Because it is the truth.” 
He said, “It is the truth, but you should not 
teach it, it demoralizes the children’!!! 

Miss Lucy Newton was advised to take 
shelter for one night during the troubles in 
a hut, and eleven men were sworn in as 
special constables to guard the schoolhouse 
in case of attack; she returned to it next 
morning. , 

On the 20th of September the Mayor went 
again to our house with four policemen, and 
said to Miss Newton, “I implore you to leave 
this house, as if you do not I am sure men 
will come here and blow it down. Why 
should you sacrifice yourself?” 

In October the Inspector of Schools went 
there, and on the 11th instant Miss Newton 
received a summons to close the school on 
the 18th instant. I went there with a Chris- 
tian friend and advised Miss Newton to obey 
the order for the present, to visit the chil- 
dren in their homes and teach them there. 

A small school is carried on in Funchal 
by Miss Caroline Newton, another of my 
wife’s sisters, 

“The Mission to Sailors and Sailors’ Rest” 
Branch goes forward. Visits to the “Rest” 
have been paid by naval sailors from Eng- 


lish, American, Swedish and German men- 
of-war. 


‘The Free Church of Scot- 
conversion Of ‘land Monthly has the fol- 
: lowing note: 

Three years ago a prominent member of 
the clergy of Marseilles resigned his office, 
not being able to find in the Church of 
Rome the truth and freedom his soul craved 
for. L’Abbe Bourrier left a high situation, 
honors and rank to become a simple student 
in one of our theological colleges. He won 
the confidence of all in the Paris churches, 
and was finally appointed a pastor in one 
of the suburb congregations of Paris. His 
ordination took place at the end of October, 
and drew a large number of attendants. He 
explained how he had heen led to leave 
Rome, what ties of gratitude and admira- 
tion he still kept for the church, but what 
stronger reasons had compelled him to take 
his new start. Pastor Bourrier is now the 
editor of a monthly paper called Le Chretien 
Francais, in which he publishes the account 
of the experiences of his fellow-priests eom- 
ing to a higher light. That piper is to he 


sent to a great number of Roman priests; 
and M. Bourrier corresponds with about a 
hundred of them, some of them of a high 
rank. He says that not a few are on the 
eve of resigning their charges; but they are 
afraid of losing ail, and we must be ready 
to help them with heart and hand. 

Two. other abbes—Philippot and Vidalot— 
have sent to their bishop their resignations, 
with very beautiful letters giving their mo- 
tives according to their conscience. Abbe 
Charbonnel, well Known asaliterary manand 
as the promoter of a religious congress to be 
held in 1900, is also free from the yoke of the 
Popish Church. Actually there are six of 
those priests who are students in the Faculte 
de Theologie, of Paris, and as many who 
have already become pastors in France, 

That movement is a serious one, as it is 
based not only on the negation of the Pope’s 
supremacy and of the celibate, but on con- 
science and on the doctrine of justification 
by faith. It is assured to go further on than 
the enterprise of Father Hyacinth, who has 
utterly failed, because he did not join the 
Protestant Church and creed, and never 
went to the bottom of the question. 

A great hope is entertained in France 
about those converted priests and their col- 
leagues,

“We do not remember seeing or hearing 
anything that so powerfully brings home the 
ignorance of the Gospel in France as the 
fact related by M. Paul Guignard at the 
Free Church Congress. — 

“‘He vouched for as a fact the statement 
that a woman who had attended one of their 
meetings at Clermont Ferrand, a town of 
50,000 population, went to a bookseller’s and 
asked for a New Testament. The bookseller 
had never heard of it. ‘A New Testament?’ 
he said, ‘I have not heard of the book. I 
suppose it is not out yet. If you like, Iwill 
write to Paris and get you a copy as soon 
as it is out,’ 

“Some English Protestants are unwilling 
to aid Protestant work in France, because it 
seems to be a reflection on Roman Catholics; 
but in view of ignorance like this, what is 
the use of pretending that there is any well- 
grounded intelligent religion? Supersti- 
tion there may be, but this evidence, and it 
comes from every part where Rome is in 
the ascendant, shows that, at any rate, the 
Bible is needed; and really Protestant work 
all the world over is not the propagation of 
Protestantism as such, but the diffusion of 
Gospel light and truth.” 


. The editor of the Mis- 
hae rere Sionary Herald write in 

; : recent number of that 
periodical that: Japanese history records the 
extraordinary efforts that were made to 
stamp out the Christian religion which had 
been introduced 350 years ago by Xavier and 
his Roman Catholic associates. From the 
year 1600 to 1614 A. D. the fiercest persecu- 
tion was conducted and hundreds and even 
thousands became martyrs to their faith. It 
was believed in Japan that at the opening of 
the eighteenth century what was termed 
“the evil sect’? was entirely extirpated. Yet 
truth is vital, and though buried will rise 
again. Dr. Davis, of Kyoto, in a recent let- 
ter reports a call he made upon a family in 
Kochi, on the island of Shikoku, the wife 
and mother being members of the Kumi-ai 
church at that place. ‘his woman narrated 
the history of her ancestry; that she was 
descended from one of those Catholic fam- 
ilies and that for 250 years the faith had 
been held sacred within the family, and she 
pointed out an island in the harbor, about 
a mile from the city, where a little com- 
pany of Christians used to go secretly in the 
night to hold their meetings. It-is the 
same Christian faith, though in much more 
intelligent and satisfying form, that she now 
holds in free Japan, where there is perfect 
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“The editor of the Free 
Church of Scotland Month- 
ly says: While there seems 

no risk of the Zulu race passing away, the 

decadence of the Maoris is said to be still 
going on, and that in spite of what appear to 
be encouraging efforts for their preserva- 
tion and elevation. Large tracts of land in

It 
is much less accessible to Christian missions 
than pure heathendom, but the great day 
for missions among the Mohammedans will 
come when the temporal power of the Sul- 
tan of Turkey and the Shah of Persia shall 
crumble to pieces, and the present mission 
work is chiefly a preparation for that great 
day.

* Lagos, have settled their 
own feuds, and have agreed to a treaty of 
friendship in view of the common danger 
from the French. Only generous Christian 
measures can establish a lasting peace in 
these unsettled regions.

The Royal Niger Company force has start- 
ed from Lagos for Sokoto to assist the Sul- 
tan in resisting the occupation of his ter- 
ritory by the French.

Now, first we drank a basin of cocoa and 


cv ate a few pieces of toast, which is the best 


to do in the desert in the wintertime, be- 
“-eause it don’t get frozen. Now we must 
‘add more water into the pan, and when 
~ boiling add some small rice and minced 
mutton, which after a while, was ready for 
eating. It would have been a nice thing 


a2 - sitting around the fire with the pan, dressed 
*" te have had a kodak to take a picture of us, 


--in our skin gowns, with a wooden basin in 
one hand and chopsticks in the other, doing 
our best to get the nice decoction “inside 
the vest” (as we say in Swedish), mingled 
.. with the smoke from the fire, which made 
. .a deep impression on us, causing the tears 

to come down on our cheeks (Prov. x. 26, 
first part). We made our food ourselves, 


“> gnd, as we say in Swedish, “As you cook 


you have to eat,” so we could not blame 
anyone if the decoction was not agreeable 
to our tastes, but our appetites were con- 
stantly good, as we only had opportunity to 
eat twice a day, and we didn’t think of what 
was mingled in the food, but ate and praised 
God. 

When supper was over, we made our bed- 


Ging ready tay cleen in but before eaolnge ta 


brother or sister, which had given us the 
text, so we entered our bed and slept sweet- 
ly till morning, in the protection of the 
Lord, not thinking that we slept in the 
desert surrounded by danger from wolves 
and other beasts. 

In the morning, our first care, on getting 
up, was to get the pan on the stove and 
fire underneath, and then when the water 
was boiling, we had a cup of tea, and-so 
thereafter to make ‘mien,’ which is a kind 
of food much used among the Chinese, con- 
sisting of wheat flour and water, first made 
into a dough, then rolled out very thin and 
cut in strips and so plucked with the fingers 
in small pieces and cast into the boiling 
water, together with minced mutton, and 
then, after awhile, it was ready for eating. 

After eating we had to do up our bedding, 
take down the tent and prepare for starting. 
Now the men came with the camels, the 
whole caravan being three camels, which 
knelt humbly down and submitted them- 
selves to the heavy burdens, and rose up 
just as the burdens were made all right. 
The only method which the camels have in 
defending themselves is spitting out of the 
cud, and kicking with both fore and hind 
legs. With the burden on their backs they 
had to walk fifty to seventy li (about twenty 
miles) before they were allowed to rest 
again. It is a curious animal to ride upon, 
you will think when riding that you are ina 
boat, therefore they are called ‘‘the ships of 
the desert.” Over three years ago I went 
the desert road and one evening (we trav- 
elled in the night then) I mounted my camel, 
but to my surprise I immediately fell to the 
ground in company with the whole burden 
and saddle, which I sat on, and all around 
had a good laugh at me. 

Now, after going twenty-five days our pro- 
visions were all consumed and still we must 
rest two days, being at the men’s home. 
From this place, we had still four days’ 
journey to Ninghsia, and from whence shall 
we get bread in the desert? But even here 
the Lord provided. A Mongol came and of- 
fered us both mutton and flour, and there- 


with our need was supplied. The first place 


we came to was Ping-So, where three of our 
sisters are living. I left the caravan about 
fifteen miles from Ping-So intending to come 
into the city before closing of the gates, but 
when I arrived the gates were closed, and 
neither prayer or anything else would help. 
This was a good lesson to me to be more 
prompt. After visiting the sisters I went 
on to Ninghsia where I was received with 
the hearty embraces of Brother Pihlkvist and 
Nystrom. Now I was giad to be at the end 
of the long journey which had lasted twenty- 
eight days. The day after my arrival at 
Ninghsia Brother M. Nystrom came with the 
camels and met his brother and was. re- 
ceived with open arms. ' 

God has blessed our dear missionaries here 
in the work, and many have been added to 
the church, it is precious seed growing, 
sowed by dear Brother Howden, who is now 
in glory, and others. 

I stayed in Ninghsia for a _ time, and 
then I started back again for home, 
going over the desert, but not the 
same way as at first, together with a native 
evangelist from Pingto. This time it was 
very cold and part of the way we had to 
spread our bedding and put up our tent 
on snowy ground, still the Lord kept me 
from taking cold, and after thirteen day’s 
journey over the desert, I arrived in Pao-t’eo, 
and a few days later to my home in Pin-k’ch- 
ts’i, where I was very welcome. 

It would have been a great advantage if 
I had been able to speak Mongol, then I 
could have told a good many Mongols “the 
old story.” which is new to them! I am 
now here in Pth-k’eh-ts’i, and JT ask yon 
dear friends to remember me in veur sup- 


plications to our gracious Father, and not 
only me, but us all, that the Lord may use 
us to the advance and hastening of His 
kingdom. ‘ 


Mrs. Violette Erickson 
A Wiis eg writes of the famine ex- 

. periences as follows: The 
great pressure of famine work is over and 
our hearts are filled with praise as we 
think of all God has brought us through 
while ministering to the hundreds of suffer- 
ing ones. 

Often we must have fainted and fallen 
had not divine life been poured into the 
weak earthen vessels. Our strength was re- 
newed day by day. So our Father led us 
on teaching us to trust more and more in 
“God that raiseth the dead.” 

We have been permitted to see some 
precious fruit; but believe the full results of 
relief work will never be known until the 
great harvest by and by. AS many as pos- 
sible of those who were baptized have been 
employed in the station in order that they 
may remain under Christian instruction for 
a while longer. The little flock is not an 
exception to the general rule—some are 
very bright, others very weak, and we find 
caring for and teaching them an excellent 
school for perfecting love, patience and 
faith. But we love them and praise God 
for every soul, no matter how imperfect that 
one may be. 

The touring season is now just drawing to 
a close. God has given much blessing in 
the village work. We have just returned 
from the great Mahadare jottna, where 
thousands of Hindoos gather every year to 
worship at the shrine of Mahadare (the 
great God) and bathe in the river near by 
bearing the same name. All around lay 
beautiful mountain scenery. The river 
flowing along its rocky bed was beautifully 
clear and pure. We turn to the masses 
gathered for so-called religious worship. 
What sickening sights and sounds, sin and 
degradations everywhere, every thing to 
drag down and demoralize, nothing to lift 
up, nothing to love. Nothing to help the 
poor souls to find the salvation which they 
are supposed to be seeking. 

These lines came to our mind, “When every 
prospect pleases and only man is vile,” and 


our hearts cried out, How. long, Oh, Lord, 


how long? 


One thing greatly encouraged our hearts. 


We did not meet with as bitter opposition to 
the messages of salvation as usual at such 
great gatherings. Many were interested 
and we trust some eyes were opened to the 
true light.

Last Words. ters from Ng Chan, Mr. 
Reeves writes: “On Satur- 
day morning we had all of our things that 
we could get on without for a month taken 
up to the inside chapel, and were prepared 
to have Mrs. Reeves go to the Ladies’ Home 
and myself to the Boys’ over Sunday, if a 
house was not forthcoming by 4 P.M. But 
praise the Lord! He did not disappoint us 
and we have a house, such as it is, and 
why should I say this, for our dear Master 
did not have a place to lay His head?
